Auditorium hotel with its An- 
hex across Congress st., but 
its days of splendor will be re- 
called this afternoon with the 
formal reopening of its newly 
redecorated, namesake prome- 
nade in the Congress hotel. 
Here to cut a peacock feather 
ribbon and admire the live 
peacocks on hand for the occa-

Experts 10 Make Up 149 Models Back Stage

| | 


HERE MAY BE something similar to it in Hollywood, when 

an epic is being filmed and hundreds of performers, coiffed 

and made up, are ready to go into action at the wave of a 

director’s hand. But it seems unlikely that anywhere else, at any 

time, is theré an operation comparable in size and efficiency to 

the beauty assembly line that functions with silken speed and 

precision backstage in carrying out Operation Glamor each year 
at Chicago's own St. Luke’s Fashion.show. 

As long as 27 years ago, when a “society” fashion show 
was first given as a novel fund raising adventure by the woman’s 
board of St. Luke’s, Beauty Specialist Elizabeth Arden volun- 
teered her own and the services of her staff to make certain 
that each model’s face was properly made up and her coiffure 
in good order. A treatment chair, no less, was transported from 
her Chicago salon to what was then the Steve: tel, and a 
hairdresser and a make-up authority hovered solicitously to be 
of service to the women who showed the latest fashions, first 
at a tea time performance and later at a gala dinner dance. 


Greatly Expanded Event 

The fashion show was smaller then, the tempo back stage 
much slower. Since that time, St. Luke’s Fashion show has 
increased enormously in all dimensions. When the curtain rises 
on next Wednesday afternoon’s 28th performance [in Medinah 
Temple], the audience will be numbered in the thousands and 
149 models will participate. Miss Arden’s staff will be back- 
stage, as always; it, too, greatly increased in size and working 
with a split-second precision undreamed of in 1927. 

Headed by the manager of the Chicago salon, Miss Janette 
Marr, the Elizabeth Arden crew will number 30—hairdressers, 
make-up assistants, a manicurist to apply polish to match the 
color of the gowns, even three maids to see that not so much 
as a piece of cleansing tissue or the tiniest eyelash. brush remains 
out of its rightful place. : 

Beforehand, mirrors and improvised dressing tables will 
have been installed. The models to appear first will be back 


' 


stage promptly at 9 a. m., tho the curtain does not go up until 
2:30 p. m. From that moment on models will appear in relays 
and the beauty staff will work in relays. 

One team of three of the salon staff is assigned to cleansing; 
another will apply the astringent that readies skin for make-up. 
Still another team will apply the facial make-up, others will 
make up arms and backs, Coiffures will be checked methodically, 
correctly, swiftly. At the wings will be more members of the 
beauty team, applying last minute touch-ups before\the models 
step into the hot light that bathes the stage.

Artistry in Make-up 

The light is so bright that it takes infinite artistry to 
achieve a make-up that looks radiant, fashion right—but natural, 
which is a St. Luke’s make-up tradition. A special heavy base 
is used, often as many as two or three eye shadows plus lots 
of mascara, and, of course, mouths are meticulously outlined 
with a brush in shades that neither “wash out” beneath the 
heavy lights nor conflict with costume color. r 

In this gigantic Operation Glamor, making up 149 models 
who must appear on a fast moving and inflexible schedule, time 
for the beauty staff is important. Clock work precision prevails 
for every dusting of powder, every stroke of a lipstick brush 
and line of an eyebrow pencil. It is organization of the highest 
order. 


Without the loss of 2 moment’s time, the skin is then 
freshened and prepared for make-up by a special lotion 
which leaves it smooth and receptive.
